Lo.s-DON, Viec. 2;;.— The Timefl in an 
editorial on the situation in China, ear- 
caatically aeke whether the German 
preaa In claiming a RuBSO-German ec- 
tonte in China, and the Emperor in hie 
Bpeei'.h at Graiulenz, anticipated Rua- 
aia'e demand for the removal of German 
drill Bergennta from the Chinese army. 
It adds, with reference to the demand 
for the dismiasal of the EnKlish eu- 
gineera: "Oar Pekia correspondence 
BiyaChina is hesitating, and possibly 
we may he able to appeal to motives at 
Pekin which will strengthen China's 
diainclination to comply with the Rub- 
siaii re<| ueat for the dismissal ol Brit- 
ishers." 

Pkkix, Dec. 22. — The China irovern- 
ment have pranted Rnseia pertiiission to 
winter a eqnaiiron at Port Arthur. Great 
Britain demands a quid pro quo if con- 
ceBsions have been made to other pow- 
ers. It has heen suBKested that the 
■Tapaneae and lirilish occupy Wei-IIai- 
Wci jointly. 

The situation at Kiao Chau bay is un- 
chanced. Germany reniaina unjielding 
and Chinepe coiinflelB are divided aa to 
whether there should be peace or war 
with Germany. China retjards Russia 
as her only friend, and is asking her 
atlvice alone. British influence ia nil, 
having Buflfered greatly through the fail- 
ure of tb^ loan negotiations. China is 
now negotiatinu a loan with Russia. 
The latter demanda the dismissal of the 
Hritish railroad engineers in North 
China, and it is probable that the de- 
mand will be granted. The German 
drill instructors will be diemieeed at the 
expiration of their contrncts and be re- 
placed by Ktissians. HuBsiaii otiicere 
iiave alreaitv been appointed to drill tlie 
armies in North China. 

It is believed that I'ort Arthur and 
Klao Chau bav were promised to Russia 
by a secret treaty. 

Sr. I'l; ri;ii.siiciti;, Dec. 22. — Inastrong- 
ly iiiili-UritiBh article to-day, the No- 
voyM says : "In consequence of the ure- 
teiisione of England to compensate iier- 
Helf for the Hufisian occupation of Port 
Arthur by the acijuifiition of Port Ham- 
ilton or Lazareir, and in view of the poi- 
siliility of the dieturbing action of 
,Jnpan, I'^urope etands on the brink of 
grave diplomatic coiuplicatione. It is, 
therefore, well to recall that the re- 
inforcement of the German squadron in 
the Pacific permits Russia, France and 
Germanj' to eHectively prevent the dis- 
turbauco of the baliiiico of power be- 
tween the three powers on the one band 
anti (ireat Hritiiin and' Japan on the 
other, such ns might be produced by 
violent Bei/.iires of territory." 

In conclusion the Novosti expresses 
the hope that the iaolation of Great 
Britain in regard to the other European 
powers will parnly/e her action auffl- 
ciently to permit the preservation of 
peace from the dangers threaloning at 
the present moment. 

AN LNIIAPPV PRINCESS. 

Hard Luck of an Italian Lady Locked Up 
for Five Years by Her Trustee. 

Palermo, Dec. 22.— II Gorriere de la 
iBola tells a shocking story of Ill-treat- 
ment of the Princess Dicarini, who is 
separated from her husband. It ap- 
pears that, with her blind daughter, slie 
lias been shut up for the last live years 
by her trustee, and has ouly jiiBh suc- 
ceeded in '.-ending a letter to the police, 
revealing the fact of her imprisonment. 
The police have liberated the princess, 
and the trustee has been arrested. 



THE EXCLUSION POLICY. 

Preparations to Enforce the Discrimination 
Against Canadian Sealskins. 

Washington, Dec. 22.— A number of 
New York manufactarersof fur garments 
and importers of furs called at the treas- 
ury department and had a conference 
with assistant secretary Howell in re- 
gard to the regulations which will be 
necessary to carry out the provisions of 
the bill recently passed by congress, 
should it receive the approval of the 
President, prohibiting the importation 
of what is known aa pelagic sealakina 
The New York importers, who favor the 
bill, aakod that every poaaible precaution 
be taken by the department to prevent 
the bringing into the United States of 
the prescribed skins. Mr. John \V 
Foster, who accompanied the delega- 
tion, stated that all skiua taken on the 
seal ialands were numbered, so that 
United States consular ofEcials would 
have little or no difficulty in deter 
mining which were contraband skins be 
fore iesuing his certificate. The depart 
ment's regulations will be issued as soon 
as poaaible after the bill has received the 
signature of the President.

A DISAFFECTED ARMY. 

Racial Quarrels Kesult in Encounters BJ. 
tween Austrian Regiments. 

London, Dec. 22.— A despatch to the 
D.iily Mail from Vienna records 
cidentB showing that racial animosity 
has extended to the army. A racial 
ijuarrel in the Ferdinand infantry bar- 
rucks at Prague resulted in a fight with 
sidearms between the 102Qd Bohemian 
and ISih German regiments. One 
soldier was killed, and several were 
dangerously wounded. The Bohemian 
regiment has since been transferred to 
another place. The 28th infantry regi- 
ment, which was recruited entirely in 
Pragtie, sullenly refused to do duty on 
the streets during the recent rioting in 
that city. Since then the regiment has 
been confined to its barracks. 



Many Miners Killed. 
Doii.MLND, PriiBsia, Dec. 22.— An ex- 
plosion of fire-damp took place to-day at 
the Kaiser Stuhlzwei pit, with terrible 
results.

Mr. William llenderaon, resident 
agent of tlie department of public 
workB, left by tbe morning train for 
Nanaimo yeeterday, accompanied by a 
telegraphic expert, and witli tlie object 
of investigating the failure of the tele- 
craph line from Alberni to Nanaimo on 
Tuesday, the 14th instant. Tliia is a 
government wire, maintained and oper- 
ated under the direction of the public 
works department, and connecting with 
the C.P.R. eervice on the Island at 
Nanaimo. On the government wire 
there is n station at I'arksville, a little 
cluBterot houees on Knglishman's River, 
25 miles or thereabouts from the Coal 
Oity. It is at this point that the "break" 
appears to have been made, fixing the 
reaponeibility for which is the subject of 
th" present investigation. 

T ie unfortunate fact in a nutshell is 
this — that tbo wire was up and in con- 
dition for handling all the buainesa that 
might be otrered — yet when the news of 
the Cleveland wreck reached Alberni 
and tlie operator there endeavored to get 
Nanaimo and Victoria with the news, he 
fonnd the wire grounded, it ia alleged 
through an incompetent operator at 
Pttrksville having either left bis key 
open or being incapable of adjusting the 
relay instruments. 

In either case tberesaltwaa the same 
The whole object of the line's existence 
— to enable immediate news of marine 
disaster on the Coast to reach Victoria — 
was defeated by tins incapacity of some 
one on the wire; a full day was thereby 
lost in Binding relief to the distressed 
ship's company, and Purser Whitbeck 
was moat unnecessarily given his ardu 
ous drive [rotn Alberni to Nanaimo with 
the message this government line was 
built and maintained to carry. 

The Alberni wire, it may be noted, is 
in a very dillerent position from that 
allbrding connection with Otter Point, 
Cape Beale and Carmanah— a wire liable 
to freiiuent interruption by reason of the 
exceeaingly rough character of the 
country through wbich it extends. 
Only built about one year ago 
under the gupervlBion of Mr. T. 
D. Conway, the Alberni - Nanaimo 
wire enjoys the distinction of being at 
the present time the best working wire 
on the Island — strung along the trunt 
road, and therefore liable only to the 
most iiifre(iuent interruption. 

Its main purpose is in connection with 
Bhipping disasters, and as human life in 
such events depends very much on the 
speedy despatch of relief, no considera 
tion such aa economy in salaiies sliould 
stand in I be Way of efficient 6er"ice. 

Aa to this failure of the line on the 
eventful Tuesday week, a resident of 
Alberni in whom absolute reliance may 
be placed writes as follows to the city 
editorof the Colonist. It tlie statements 
<] noted are subject to correction, Mr 
Mclnnes, M-P., and the authorities con 
cerned, owe it to tbemeelves to give 
them immediate refutation. That the 
safety of seafaring men and of valuable 
shipping should be sacrificed to petty 
politics in a Canadian province seems 
almost incredible. The correspondent 
says: 

" There is a government line of tele- 
graph connectiij)r Alberni with Xanai 
ino, and there 18 an otiice for repentinu 
ljusiueaa at I'arksville ( Kiiuliahmaii' 
Kiver). This otlii'e was until recently 
uniier the Ciirc oi a com petent. operator, 
who, however, waa a Conservative. Th 
operator from the mere [act of his poli- 
tical preferences was distasteful to Mr 
Mclnnes, M. P., and now a Liberal 
named by Mr. Mclnnes has the job.

THE HUNGABIAN POLICY. 

Premier BanfTy Holds That It Should Be For 
Continued Union With Austria. 

BuD.v Pestii, Dec. 22.— In the lower 
house of tbe Hungarian parliament to- 
day Baron Banffy, the premier, speaking 
of the bill providing for a provisional 
prolongation of the Auegleiob, decided 
that be could not accept the Austrian 
resolution demanding the eat»blishment 
of an independent Hungarian cus- 
toms regime oy January 1. He would, 
however, accept a motion to publish aa 
aoon aa poaaible the data neceaaary for 
the eatablisbment of such regime or for 
the conclusion of a commercial treaty 
with Austria, the draft of a customs 
tarifl', and to arrange to ascertain the 
views of buainesa men. Uo pointed out 
that Hungary had the right to establisli 
an independent customs immediately if 
it should Ik) in ber interest to do so, but 
she considered the compromise arrange- 
ment with Austria more advantageous if 
it could bo arranged with due regard for 
Hungary's interests. That, however, 
waa doubtful. 

The government, nevertheleas, tbe 
premier continued, desired to give Aus 
tria tim« to recover herself and did not 
wish to catise a state of confusion, the 
Ijaneful consequences of which were in 
calculable. The present bill did not in 
fringe upon Hungary's rights and inter- 
ests, aiul, he added, the government 
would act vigorously against attempts 
similar to tnis of the reicbsrath to pre 
vent it becoming law. These remarks 
caused an uproar, after which the prem 
ier concluded with an appeal to tbetioiiso 
not to create dithculties. Hunirary'a 
interest, he pointed out, far from re 
quirinc her to loosen lier relationship 
with Austria, required that fier ties with 
that country bo more closer and stronger. 
This statement was greeted with ap 
plauee from the rightists, but it caused 
an uproar amorg the leftists.

eral anil agriL'iiltural wealt,h oftliat portion 
of the Dominion which adjoins the north- 
western aection of our own country, and 
then made a remarkable suggcstiou. He 
said that while it may be premature now to 
iliscuss the subject, he hud no doubt that 
an agreement would eventually be reached 
wheiehy in return for a large atid vidimhle 
trad oi' rich territory adjacent to our fur 
west seaport we thould give I'acililies fur

UNITED STATES GREED. 

To riii: Ennoii:— The liberal, easy going 
Iiolicv of our government towards the pco- 
l>le of the United States, must be the cause 
of many of them losing their heads alto- 
gether over matters pertaining to tlie Klon- 
dyke. The recent aclii.in mi the]iart of the 
board of trade of the four largest eiiies on 
the I'acilic coast, is really too silly to merit, 
serious coiisideratuin, and a more reci'ut 
message from the Taconia Cili^eim Klen- 
ilyke conimiltce to V. S. Secri'lary Cage, 
needs hardly to he considered in a serious 
strain, (.tn behalf of the tens of thousands 
of people in the I'nited States we beg that 
no action be taken towards withdrawing 
subports in Alaska, and that efforts be cen- 
tered uiion iiulucing our government and 
that of Canaiia, to removeall duties on min- 
er's outtits and ell'ects up to one ton. Did 
anyone ever hear of such a burst of gener- 
osity before? It must have proved a very 
great surprise to the people of t b is country, 
ilad the Citizens Klondyke couiiniltce uf 
Tacoma been posted in United Slates iniji- 
ing laws or taken the trouble to look them 
up. Clause I, of whicn reads, " No alien," 
which includes Canadians, can hold any 
mineral claim in the rniled States terri- 
tory, they wouUl have saved themselves 
making such a stupid proi>osition for the 
people at Wasliingtoii to olfer oar guvern- 
nient, unless they look upon us as a rac<' of 
idiots. What <lilVerence it can possibly 
make to the people of Canada, as to the 
duties or taxes' tlu' government of the 1 ' lilt- 
ed .States levies on miner's enteri ng .Maska, 
Would he Very hard fur any other than a 
keen sighted American to realize. If, bow- 
ever, our laws were a'lke in this respect, 
and Canadians had the same rights and 
j)rivileges in V S. territory as thev at 
iireseiu enjoy in ours, such ;i oropnsitioii 
at the iiresei'it moment as the mic sug- 
gested by tlie'faeoma Citizens' eoiiunitK'e 
would he too one-^iilcd to cause rousidera- 
lion.

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COASTINO PRIVILEGES. 

The BUg^estion has been made to tbo 
Colonist that the rip;htB of coaetini: vi's- 
aels on the Northwest coast might buud- 
vantBReously diacusaed butween the gov- 
enimeiits ol Caiuid.i and the United 
States. At present a vessel under the 
ilag of either nation may sail from a port 
in its own country to a port in the other, 
but may not do business between ports 
in the foreign country. Hitherto this 
has not occasioned uny serious incon- 
venience, and we do not eay that it is 
likely to do so now ; but it might be mu- 
tually advantageous to the Teasel owners 
of both countries to have the law bo 
changed tliat Canadian vessels could do 
a coasting trade in tho United States 
and United States vessels do a coasting 
trade in Canada. We do not know on 
which side the balance of advantage 
would lie. In view of the certain devel- 
opment of the whole West coast of this 
province, it would anqueattonably be a 
very good thing for United Statee ship- 
ping concerns to be able to do a coasting 
trade along the whole fifteen hun- 
dred miles or bo of ocean front- 
age of tlie continent lying north of 
the head of I'uget Sound, and it would be 
unquestionably to the advantage of Can- 
adian shipping concerns to be in a posi- 
tion to do the same thing. In regard to 
the navigation of the Yukon and Stick- 
een rivers, both countries have some- 
thing to offer. Wq think Canada has 
the most to oiler, because there is not 
likely to be any reason why vessels 
should need to call along the short por 
tion of the Stickeen which lies in what 
is now regarded as United States terri 
tory, while United States steamers would 
undoubtedly make many stops along the 
Canadian portions of tho Stickeen val 
ley, if they were permitted to do so. Oa 
the Yukon the concessions to be accord 
ed on the Canadian side are at least 
equal to those which the United States 
has to oiler. Speaking in a general way, 
there is about 2,0C0 miles of tho river 
valley in tlie territory of each govern- 
ment. At present the greater volume 
of business is done on the Canadian i)or' 
tion, and we think is likely to be done 
there ; but no one can foretell what may 
be developed on the Alaskan part of the 
river. 

We mention this Bul)ject now because 
there scenis to be a prospect of the vari- 
ous matters arising out of the ■)ecu!iar 
conditions existing on tlie coast being 
taken up for adjustment between the 
two governments. When it ia done, we 
hope that a broader spirit will prevail 
than has been exhibited in some (juart- 
era. The (jueation ought not to be dealt 
with from the standpoint of antagonism 
but as one upon which both parlies have 
something to gain by mutual concees- 
ions. Canada ta somewhat handicapped 
by the fact that our mining laws are so 
liberal that aliens have the eame rights 
in our country as our own people. This 
fact, BO far from inducing some of our 
nearest neigiiliurs to take a friendly at 
tilude towards ua, haa been made tlio 
excuse for \in|irecedente(l demands. We 
believe that tlio uulliorities at Washing- 
ton will take a broader view of the mat- 
ter, and will be influenced by this ex- 
traordinary liberality of the Canadian 
government. They will not look u i)on 
this concession to aliens as a vested 
right, but as a favor entitling Canada to 
some reciprocal concession. The Col 
o.NisT would like to have its contempor 
aries in the .Sound cities exptess their 
views on the subject of the coasting and 
river navigation. 



it will bo impossible to pre- 
vent any number of them from 
doing 80, , and this means ' that^ 
the doors will be opened to drientaf 

competition. Of itself this would prob- 
ably not be a serious matter, but every- 
thing is serious in politics, and when bo 
much depends upon the labor vote, as 
in the case of elections in the 
United States, it is not likely 
that any political party will in- 
incur the risk of being assailed at the 
next elections for having adopted a poli- 
cy leading up to the immigration of Jap- 
anese on precisely the same footing as 
Europeans. It would be, nominally at 
least, quite a revolution in the policy of 
the country and clever agitators would 
be able to make efTective use of it. 

At present there is doubt whether un- 
der the naturalization laws a Japanese 
may become a citi/.en of tho Uuitt d 
States. The law provides for the uatur- 
aliisation of every white or black perEon. 
Some of the inferior courts have held 
that Japanese are white people. Others 
have held that they are neither white 
nor black, and consequently cannot be- 
come citizens. Undoubtedly what was 
meant when the law was passed was 
that citizenship should be open only to 
Europeans and Africans; for at that time 
there was no dread of Oriental immigra- 
tion. VVe think that a fair interpreta- 
tion of the law would bar Chinese and 
Japanese from naturalization, but until 
the U. .S. Sui.-remo court passes on the 
(liioalion it will remain open. ' 

Till-; report is sent out that Japan is 
prepared to insist upon the rights of 
her subjects in the premises even at the 
risk of war with the United Statta. 
They are entitled to rights of citizensbiii 
in Hawaii now and their government 
can hardly be expected to submit tamely 
to their being deprived of it in the event 
of annexation. 



JAPAN IN HAWAII. 

There are 24,000 Japanese laborers in 
Hawaii, and it is said that Japan will in- 
sist, in the event of Hawaii being an- 
nexed to the United Stales, that these 
Hhall be accorded full rights of citi/.en- 
Hhip. This civea rise to a new ditll- 
culty, which tho annexationists will tind 
it very difficult to meet. Hitherto they 
have contended that after the union of 
tho islands with the United States, the 
Japanese and Chinese reoidentfl would 
be placed upon precisely the same foot- 
ing, both being denied the privileges of 
uitizenahip, and from landing on the 
mainland. It is clear that if tho Jap- 
anese become citizens in Hawaii, they 
cannot be debarred from going any- 
where in the United States and cxerciE- 
ing tho rights of citizenshi]). No one 
I)rotend8 that, as a matter of fact, the 
introduction of L'l.OOG Orientals would 
eerioualy afleet the future of the coun- 
try, but the principle is the bono of con- 
tention, for if the light of Japanese to 
become uilizena is once recognized 



rnE ALBERNI TELEGRAPH LINE. 

We direct attention to the account 
given elsewhere in this paper of the mis- 
management of the government tele- 
graph line to Alberni. It seems ex- 
traordinary that sucii a state of things 
should exist, and we will do those who 
have supervision of the matter the com- 
pliment of thinking that, the subject be- 
ing brought to their attention, it will be 
dealt with promptly and in such a man- 
ner as to prevent a recurrence of what 
is complained of. The line to Alberni is 
a very important one, and any neglect 
on the part of those entrusted with its 
control may be attended with very seri- 
ous results. In the case of the Cleve- 
land survivors, the delay of one day 
was in fact very serious. The Colonist 
is not dieposetl to find any very great 
fault with politicians who put their 
friends in positions under government 
pay, but it is decidedly disposed to in- 
aiat that persons receiving such favors 
shall be fit for the places to which tbey 
are appointed. We hope there will nut 
be occasion to refer to the mismanage- 
ment of tho Alberni line again. 

THE CASSIA R 

CENniAL IlAfLWAY. 

The information printed in the Col- 
oxisi- this morning in regard to the Caa- 
siar Central railway will be read with 
great interest by the people of British 
Columbia.- Mr. Hirschel Cohen is 
known to the public as a gentleman 
who does not say much about what be 
intends to do, his jjolicy being rather 
one of action than of words. His com- 
pany is prepared lo begin w6rk ; it has 
tiie money to go ahead with, and will 
lose no time. There has been a good 
deal of criticism of this railway project, 
but we are satiefled that results will 
show it to be an excellent thing for the 
province. Tho company will haveevery 
incentive to press forwaril the develop- 
ment of the area reserved under its 
Bubaidy act, which will mean that em- 
ployment will bo given to a great num- 
Ijer of people. There is considerable 
grazing land, and aome that can be used 
for the cultivation of the hardier roots 
and grains, in the vicinity o{ tlie com- 
pany's territory ; but the major jiart of 
tho ])i-oducls necessary for the food 
of those who will exploit the wealth 
of Cassiar must come from more 
southern points. This will extend the 
benefit of the construction of this 
road to every part of the province. 
Dotiljtless tlio company will lind the ven- 
ture a higlily profitaljle one. We hope 
it will. We slior.ld be very sorry to see 
it prove olhorwise, for every successful 
venture undertaken by British capital in 
this [irovince will aerve to attract in- 
vestors. We are glad to think that I^Ir. 
Cohen's venture is likely to be crowned 
with complete success, and believe that 
when tlio people understand tho nature 
of the arrangement they will endorse in 
the most hearty manner the action of 
tho government in asking the legislature 
to grant such terms aa have rendered the 
construction of the road possible. 



The New York Sun has never been re- 
garded as especially friendly to Canada, 
but, unlike some of our nearer United 
States contemporaries, it will not pervert 
or withhold news for the sake of hurting 
Canadian interests. To tell the news 
without fear, favor or affection was one 
of the cardinal rules of Charles A. Dana's 
journalism, and we are glad to see the 
reputation of the paper being auatained. 
We are led to say this because we find in 
the Sun a whole page dealing with the 
Yukon mines from the Canadian point 
of view, and setting forth the advantages 
of Victoria as an outfitting and starting 
point. Mr. Ogilvie's lecture is the 
foundation of the article, and the enter- 
prise of Mr. 0.'H. Gibbons of the Col- 
oKisT was the means of getting the valu- 
able article in the Sun. We wish alao 
to add that tho people of Victoria can 
hardly form any conception of the excel- 
lent work that has lieen done for thoin 
in this connection by the newspaper 
reporters of this city. There are no 
people who are more loyal than they, 
and none who have better opportunities 
to do their city a good turn. They can 
be always trusted to do that. 

It ia hardly fair to say, as IbeRoaaland 
Miner deep, that those British Coluinbia 
papers that are recommending the Yu- 
kon mines are disloyal to the province, 
for the development of the Yukon will 
bean excellent thing for Britisli Colum- 
bia. We fully aaree with It when it 
speaks of the enormous opportunities 
presented by British Columbia. It is 
really not necessary for any one to go 
outside of this province in search of 
business opportunities, and in no part 
are there more of them than in Koote- 
nay. Our Ivootenay contemporaries do 
not appear to understand that the rest of 
the province looka upon their district as 
one of the fixed facts io the industrial 
development of Britiah Columbia. 

The Timea looked rather odd last 
night without the usual editorial head- 
ing. William Templeman was not In 
evidence as manager. We do not sup- 
pose that the libel proceedings had any- 
thing to do with the omission, although 
some peojile miglit think so. Presuma- 
bly it was the result of one of those acci- 
dents that sometimes happen in the best 
regulated newspapers. 

Wk print the arrangement made be- 
tween tlie Dominion government and 
the United States government as to the 
transportation of goods down the Yukon 
to Alaska. It will be seen to be upon 
the same lines aa those recommended 
yesterday by the OoLOKf.sT.

The 
girl's voice even at so early an age was con- 
sidered something out of "the coniinon, and 
after her lirst apjiearance she was engagetl 
for the year. 

At twenty-one she was engaged by Col. 
Mapleson at an immense salary to sing in 
London ot the Drury Lane theatre, wiiicb 



was then the Imperial oi)era house. The 
I^ondon critics at the time laughed at the 
Colonel for his promise to bring before 
them the youngest and heat contralto they 
had ever heard. Sealchi made her lirst a\>- 
pciirance in London with Theareso Tiet- 
jens and scored an enormous success. The 
oUler artist had to take the young girl he- 
fore the curtain no fewer than ten times, 
and for fifteen years thereafter and in spite 
of the great salary she always commanded, 
.Sealchi waa the prima (ionna contralto of 
London, no matter who the manager of the 
ipera house was. 

" .Sealchi has for some years divided her 
tinu' between London and New York, ( hv- 
to tlie fact lhat there is to be no grand 
opera in New York this season. Victorian.s 
will be eiialiled to hear not alone the great- 
est cont ralto of the world . but also iMIle. 
,Mai ie Toulingiiet. who, at the head of the 
Maiilesoii forces, last year created a sensa- 
tion liy hi'r nmgniticent singing and the 
nderfidly powerful voice of which she 
xisaessed.

Tlie preliminary hearing of tho charge 
against Mr. Ian Coltart of criminally li- 
belling Hon. J. ir. Turner and Hon. C. 
10. Pooley, was continued yesterday after- 
noon in the police court, a good deal of 
the time being taken up in cross firing 
between counsel for tho prosecution and 
the defence. The evidence for the prose- 
cution was completed and thia morning 
at half paat ton the liearing will bo pro- 
ceeded witli as it ia understood Mr. Ian 
Coltart will bo placed on the Btand, The 
time yesterday was a good deal taken up 
with explanationa of the distinctions be- 
tween "The Province Ijimited Liability 
I and "The Province Publishing Company 
Limited Liability." 

Stephen Yardley Wootton, registrar of 
joint stock companiea recalled, stated 
that '■ The I'rovincu, J,imited Liability," 
waa incorjiorated on January !1, 1SI15, 
and the memorandum of aaeociation ap- 
peared in the CTazette in .January, IS'.JS. 
"The Province Publiahing Oouipany, 
Limited," was incori)orated on Septem- 
ber 10, ISOl), and the memoranduni of 
aaaociation was j>ublislied in the British 
Columbia Gazette in tho same month. 
A copy of the register of directors of 
" The Province, Limited Liability," had 
been filed with him in pursuance of the 
Companiea act. It waa filed on Novem- 
ber 11, last. 

Mr. Martin, for the defence, objected 
to the production of the copy of registry, 
holding that aa it had to bo kept in the 
registrar's office it could not be put in 
as an exhibit. 

Tho objection was overruled, and the 
list of directors was read. They were : 
A. H. Scaife, Victoria, journalist: Ian 
Coltart, Victoria, accountant, secretary; 
and Hewitt Bostock, Victoria, capitalist. 

Mr. Wootton also produced a copy of 
the register of directors of "The Prov- 
ince Publiahing Company, Limited Lia- 
bility," hied with him the aame ^day as 
the previous one. 

Mr. Martin, for the defence, here 
raised the f^amo objection as had just 
been overruled and trie magiatrate again 
overruled him. The directors of "The 
Province Publishing Co., Limited Lia- 
bility," are: Hewitt Boatock, Victoria, 
capitalist; Ian Coltart, Victoria, ac- 
countant, managing director; and L. B. 
Willaie, Victoria, printer. Copies oi the 
official gazette with the namea of the 
directors were filed as exhibits. 

The next witness waa Clive Phillipps 
Wolley, wlio stated that he knew tlie 
newspaper called the Province, pub- 
lished in Victoria by the Province Lim- 
ited Liability. " I have had to do with 
that newspaper," said the witness. "I 
worked gratia for that paper. I acted as 
editor for Mr. Scaife wliile he was ill. 
So far as the paper goes, aa long as I was 
editor of the paper I controlled on the 
spot, subject of course to tho directors. 
While I acted as editor there were a 
number of peraona engaged in that 
building printinit and publiehiiiE the 
Province newspaper. I waa editor for 
five weeka at or about Jubilee time. 
While I was editor of the Province I 
know that Ian Coltart practically man- 
aged both concerns and that they v,-ere 
run as one thing. Mr. Boatock actecl as 
one director in my time. Whether Mr. 
Coltart was one or not I don't know. 
His actions were auch that he might well 
have been one, and 1 believe that he 
waa one. " 

Cross-examined by Mr. Martin, the 
witness said that most of the time he 
acted as editor Mr. Scaife waa away in 
California. 

Charles Lawrence Cullin, who was 
next called, said lie was a printer em- 
ployed for the Province Publiahing Com- 
pany. Ho did printing work on tlie 
Province newspaper and presumed he 
did printing work on the issue of 
December 11. He bad read the article 
which waa the aubject of the charge, but 
had not set up any of it. It waa Mr. 
D tchburn, the operator, who eet it up. 
Ditchburn ia employed by tho Province 
Publiahing Company. "I do not [)08- 
itively know in whose band the m;uui- 
script was," aaid the wiineea. 1 cannot 
Bay positively that I saw any part of the 
I mannacript ; the acting-editor or editor 
j generally puts the copy on a iiook on bis 
I desk. "lam foreman of Ibe ))rint- 
ing department of tli(> J'rovince 
Publishing Conipinv," paid the witness, 
" which prima Ti e Province newapaper. 
I ilislribute tho copy among tim priiitera 
and it is left to my diecretion who is to 
set up liny particular copy. 1 did not 
know that iu this caeo there waa any 
particular copy, I believe the article, 
the subject of thia charire, waa ail print- 
ed by the same man." Most of the 
reading matter waa set up on a type-set- 
ting machine, the witnesa explaineil, 
and Ditchburn was the only one work- 
ing the machine. Tho witneea could 
not positively aay who wrote tho article 
Tho Province Publishing Company 
prints " The Province, Limited Liabili- 
ity," aa it would for any outHider. Mr. 
< r.' .S. Williams waa proof-reader. "Mr. 
Coltart is a member of botli ('onipaniep,'' 
said the witness, " and I look to Mr. 
Coltart only as manager of tho j)ubli6li- 
ing company. 1 receive no orders from 
any others. I presume Mr. Walter Xichol 
waa acting etiitor at that time." The 
witneea had never set up any ot Mr. 
Nichol'a copy and did notkno^v who dis- 
tributed the paper after it was printed. 
He had seen Mr. Wheeler, who was iu 
the employ of the Publiahing Company, 
selling papers; the mail clerk waa in the 
employ of "The Province Limited Lia- 
bility." 

The hearing stands further adjourned 
until this morning.

So DiiHcnlty Anticipated in Saviu< 
the Wreck— Dishonest Siwasbes 
Learn a Lesson. 



The Dominion Bteamer Quadra re- 
turned yesterday from her rescue cruLeo 
on the West Coast, bricging here six of 
the Cleveland's couijjaiiy, First OQicer 
S. B. Durfee, 11. P. O'^'eill, Roijert 
lebister, David Crawley, A. E. ThomaB, 
Frank Gertham, Thomas McCoU and 
Alfred Falkner— all but O'Neill, Thomas 
and Gertham beidg here for treataientat 
the Marine Hospital, The Qandra also 
delivered nt the Victoria provincial jail 
six Iniiian priaonera convicted of looting 
llie stranded steamer during tlie absence 
of Captain Hall and his crew, and sen- 
tenced to froiu one to six montha' im- 
prisonment at hard labor, their plunder 
from the ship having already been re- 
turned. No news has been had of the 
Btill miBsing boat and none of the Cleve- 
land's crew now entertain even a reason- 
able hope of its deliverance. The ship 
itself has been patched a little, and tliu 
eteamers Czar, Maud and Willapa will 
haul her olT and bring her to Victoria for 
repair as aeon aa her cargo holds have 
been cleared. 

On the jnst conopleted cruise the 
Ciuadra has undoubtedly rendered the 
best service of her career. Tlia* she 
halted on her search for the missing 
boats long enough to attend to the pred- 
atory Indians has occasioned consider- 
able coranient, it is true; but that Cap- 
tain Wulbruti liaB been most aBaiduouB 
in his etlbrts to |)roiiiote the comfort of 
the shipwrecked seuiuen and passengers 
none among tlieni will for a moment 
deny. The story of the finding of the 
niiesing boats is already familiar to all 
CoLON'isr readers, and the most import- 
ant news obtained by the cutter's return 
was therefore in connection with the 
Btill miesing boat and the trial and con 
viction of the thieviue Barclay Sound 
Indiana. Since the boat with Second 
Officer UeaderaoQ in command parted 
from the others at the abandonment of 
the ship absolutely nothing has been 
heard of it or its occupants. The 
Quadra's search proper extended only to 
Heeqiioit but it was there learned on 
Thursday last throiijjh the arrival of a 
canoe from Friendly Cove that no boat's 
wrectsage or any other sign of the lost 
ones had been seen up that far, When 
leaving Barclay Sound yesterday morn- 
ing the tug Czar was alongside the 
wreck with Messrs. Tyson and Metcalf 
on board. She will probably stay by 
the stranded vessel until such time as 
the latter is in a position to be towed oU" 
the rocks. At Anderson's Camp two 
miles distant, a smooth beach is to be 
found, and if the Cleveland can be 
floated, it will be to this spot she vill be 
taken, to be pat in eondition for re- 
moval to the Bsquimalt dry doclc. 

On Tuesday the water in the forward 
hold of the vessel, wherein the largest 
puncture in the ship's plates has been 
located, fell nineteen inches, and that in 
the other compartments one and a halt 
inches, showing that the injuries sus- 
tained are not aa serious aa ac first be- 
lieved. The cargo is being removed as 
quickly as poeaihie, and when this Ir 
done, the work of taving the vessel will 
be proceeded with without delay. That 
flio Cleveland can bo paved. Captain 
AValbrau now fully believes. Referring 
to the anrvivora of tfie wreck 
v.honi he picked up, he says 
the men were all more then rejoiced. 
The lirat words Mate Durfee spoke 
aboard the government steamer were : 
" God bless the Quadra." Captain Wal- 
bran then asked aim to tell something 
of his terrible experience, but the only 
reply elicited was : 

" I am too glad to speak." 



MR. DURFEE TELLS HIS STORV. 

The Most Terrible Experience ol a urutiine 
at Sea— Rescue Came Just in Time. 

l'"rom the Marine hospital, where he 
will be Icjrccd by hi.H injuries to remain 
for some little time to come, Mr. S. B. 
Durfee, the chief cfBcer of the Cleve- 
land, writes aa foUowB, describini; his 
recent hard e>:perience : 

" On the niorniiitr nf l^'riday, the 10th 
iiipt., lit L' a.iii.. I iLiid '^eveii other" left 
llu! ill-fat(.'(l VL'Fsi-l, and i-iitered upon 
■what |)rove;l to lie Itie most terrible ex- 
jieriiJnce of my life. Tlu^ sea was piling 
iiiountaiii.s hiirb, ami ^et'iiiingly loni;ing 
to aseiKt in ceciiriin; lis for its prey, the 
Btonn raged loud and furioualy, A con- 
stant gale was blowinsr, and rain, hail 
and snow apparently struggled for the 
mastery, 

" Our stock of nrovlBlons was not such 
as would long hold out, consisting as it 
did of two can? clams, one can mutton, 
one can of cabbage, two jars jflly, one 
ran of turkey, one can o( chicken, with 
a verv liitiiliMi supply of water. 

'■i)ur situation was siiiiplv such as 
cannot hi) dencri Ijed. Topfli-d hither and 
Ihither liy tuoiuiliun waves, drenched 
1)V l liL'niin, and almost ex baastcd from 
(■old and liinii;er, we drifted along we 
kiii'w not wliere, for four days and a 
half, the lonuoat and inoat anxious 
period in all my experience. To add to 
our d ifltress and the helplesanesa of our 
condition, one of ournumber flucciimbed 
to the exposure, and not without t-ad 
hearts did we, his comrades, commit his 
body to the deep. 

" About twenty-four hours before we 
made shore the wind subsided, and the 
loamy sea became tolerably calm. On 
the morning of the sixth day we suc- 
ceeded in landing at Rafael point, about 
'.'0 miles from I-Jesqiioit harbor. Luckily 
wo managed to find a cave, over whicli 
was growing a large cedar tree, and liero 
we flnught shelter, and as (|uickly as we 
could ia our nnnitied condition, bnilt a 
tire and endeavored to restore life and 
warmth to our alniout frozen hodiea. 

"There were no signs of civiliiintioii in 
ti e neiirhborhood ; our food supjily had 
(juite run out, witii the esception of the 
can of turkey and a lew mouldy bis- 
cuits; and we had had no water 
for the past twenty-four hours. 
With the cave in the roek aa our tiouae, 
and mussels and mouldy crackers aa our 
fjod, 'wo remained at Kafael point 
until Saturday at 10 o'clock, when In- 
dians, passing in their canoes, noticed 
ua OU the uuach and reported to the

" At once ahecame to our aasistance 
and returned to the wreck. On .Sunday 
afterimon we were taken to Alherni for 
treatment, om- feet and legs being fear- 
fully awollen and painful. Here wo re- 
ceived the best of attention and were 
treated with great kindneas and hospital- 
ity. When wo returned to the wreck a 
number of the Indians who had been 
plundering the vessel's goods were tried 
and four of them convicted, receiving 
light sentences. Leaving the wreck wo 
anchored near Denagh island and soon 
after aet sail for Victoria. 

" As to second ofhcer Henderson and 
his boat's crew, I fear they will never he 
heard from. There does not remain in 
my opinion even the chance of the 
Willapa picking them up. We saw 
nothing of the second ofTicer's boat after 
leaving the ship, and as it was an old 
and uneeaworttiy metallic concern it 
stood a very poor chance indeed in the 
weather through which we emereed 
safely after giving up all hope of seeing 
home and friends again.

Participants in Itie Laoting of (lie " Cleve- 
land" to Serve Varying Sliort Terms 
of Imprtsonment. 

Ciii.oNi> r readers may like to knowsniiic- 
thiii^' ol' tlu' liiial chapter In llic recent 
story of the wreck and lontiiig of the 
I 'levelaud, so here it is. 

Tlie Quadra, on her return IVom l lcsciuoit 
with the rc-sciied boats' crews, went up to 
Alberni on Sunday, taking to that jilace 
Mr. 8. W. Smith, the I'Mitnl States vicc- 
coiisal, who procured the services of a 
nii'iiiciil nnm tii atteml the siiilei-itii; ercw 
on ihi'ir journey ti) N'ictoria, wliieli was 
necessarily lielayedby the trial of Ihe In- 
dians anil one white man iinplifateii in I ho 
liiolni;;. Mr. Smith lias been uiireniittiii^' 
in his alti'iition to the injiirc<l men, and 
I hey are most Kratelid to liim. 

Tlio (juadra left Alberni early on Mon- 
day morinng last, proceeding down tlio 
canal to I)<)dj;er's Cove, where the In<liaii 
a;,'ent ami jirovincial constable .NIcKenna 
landed tosearch the Indian village. Xotli- 
iii;; was found, and the voyage was re- 
.i\nned,aii Indian inleri)rcter, familiar with 
:'.)>' local variations of Chinook, heiii^ 
sicured, and the vessel bending fur the 
wreck. 

Arrived there early in the aflirnoon. 
Captain Walbran ni due tune cdu;- 1 it at ed a 
court i'lir tlie trial of the Indians and a 
white nuiii, ciiarged with cuutjealing, or 
having in their possession, various articles, 
the property of the steamer Cleveland.

Canadian Authorities Will Make Ko 
Dllliculty About Passing United 
States Goods. 



The Utmost Facility Promised to 
Be Afforded to tbe Nortlieru 
Traffic. 



Ottawa, Dec. 22. — (Special) — After 
correspondence between the customs de- 
partment hero and the treasury depart- 
ment at Waahington, regarding bonding 
througli the Yukon of American goods 
destined for Alaska, it has been decided 
that for the present duty shall be paid 
on United States goods for Alaska going 
by way of Lakes Bennett and Tagiah, to 
the Canadian collector of customs at 
Tagish, who will give a receipt and cer- 
tificato to the traveller which, upon 
presentation to the Canadian collector of 
cuatouia at Fort Cndahy, will entitle the 
traveller to a refund of the amount of 
the duty upon the Cudahy collector, see- 
ing that tbe goods are passed out of 
Canadian territory. 

W.\siiixGT0N', Dec. 21. — A response 
has been received to a recent letter from 
Secretary Gage to the Canadian Com- 
missiouer of Customs, requesting infor- 
mation as to the bonding of miners' out- 
fits through Canadian territory, en 
route from Juneau,' Alaska, by way of 
the Chilkoot pass and the Yukon river 
to Circle City, Alaska. The commis- 
sioner says that the following regula- 
tions have been prepared to meet the 
case. 

Imported goods, as above described, 
sh&ll be reported to the Canadian cus- 
toms house. Lake Tagish, and may be 
entered for exportation there in the 
usual form " in transit," in duplicate. 
The goods may then be delivered with- 
out payment of duty to be carried to 
their destination out of Canada by any 
transportation company which has duly 
executed a bond in the form prescribed 
by the Minister of Customs for the due 
and faithful delivery of all packages 
carried by such company and for the 
general compliance with the customs 
laws and regulations governing such 
tratBc. 

A duplicate of the entry in transit, 
duly signed and marked with the proper 
customs stamp, shall accompany each 
shipment of goods conveyed by a bond- 
ed carrier, eo that the same may be re- 
turned to the custom house at Fort 
Cudahy, with a certificate thereon as to 
the landing of the goods in the United 
States, or of their having passed out- 
wards from Canada within six months 
from date of entry. 

If the goods when entered in transit 
for exportation are not delivered, to be 
forwarded by a bonded carrier, as pro- 
vided in the last preceding section, the 
duty thereon is to be deposited with the 
customs officer at Lake Tagish, subject 
to a refund of the same at the port of 
I'ort Cudahy, wljen the goods pass out- 



wards thereat, or upon the certiflcate of 
an officer of the United States or of the 
Canadian customs, that the said goods 
have been landed in the United States 
within six months from the date of en- 
try. The duty deposited on such date 
is to be endorsed on the entry and 
certified by tbe customs oflicer in charge, 
and the duplicate of the entry^ 
duly certified and marked with the cus- 
toms atampB, ia to be delivered to tbe 
person making the deposit of duty. A 
report of aucb entry in tranaito shall be 
forwarded by mail without delay by the 
cuetoma officer at the sending port to tbe 
collector of customs at Fort Cudahy for 
the collection of duties on the goods en- 
tered in transitu and not duly exported. 

The articles uaually classified as trav- 
eler's baggage are to be paesad free with- 
out entry. Commissioner McDougall, in 
a letter accoinp.inyinu these regulations, 
says that they are framed with a desire 
to aflbrd the utmost facilities for the 
tratfio in ([uestlon, compatible with se- 
curity to the revenue. He further says: 

"Responsible transportation compan- 
ies will be soon in operation for the con- 
veyance of goods over the Chilkoot and 
other passes down the Yukon river and 
its tributaries, in which case United 
States goods may go forward into Alaska 
without payment of duties."

Utica, N.Y,, Dec. 22— Burt Scrallbrd, 
of Westborne, Albany county, and 
Charles ClifTord were blown into frag- 
ments by an explosion of twenty-five 
pounds of dynamite at one o'clock this 
afternoon.
